HE BOW VALLEY CALL. 
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DESPERATE PLAGUE IN ASIA 
Chinese Are Opposing Measures Taken 
to Check it—Very Virulent Type 
In Harbin District 
Pekin.—Reports from Harbin says 
that the Chinese there are vigorously 
{opposing the summary disposition of 
\the bodies of victims of the bubonic 
plague. The authorities do not dare 
{to burn them, the custom being that 
ithey remain intact, so thht their an- 
cestors may recognize them in the fu- 
jue life. The Chinese also oppose the 
burning of the houses, some of which 
contain the dead bodies of entire 
families. Some of the corpses have 
remained in the city for days, but 
/they are now being taken to the open 
|eountry, where trenches for their 

interment have been prepared, 

It is reported that the Russians in 
|Harbin are not concerning themselves 
jwith the Chinese section, although 
{they are dealing drastically with the 
Chinese within the Russian city. 
Chinese newspapers are raising an 
joutery, and bringing forward serious 
jcharges of persecution and burial. 
Members of legations, who canstantly 
recommend measures to the govern- 
|ment, ore suggesting a censorship of 
the press. 


THE BELLEVUE VERDICT 


Jury Finds That There Should Have 
Been More Inspectors — Recom- 
mends That a Thorough Investiga- 
tion be Made of Means for Pre- 
venting Loss of Life by Cave-ins in 
Mines. 

Bellevue, Alta—The jury in the 
case of the coroner's inquest into the 
cause of death of the thirty-one men 
who came to their death in the Belle- 
vue mine on the 9th of last December, 
arrived at a verdict at midnight, after 
hearing the expert evidence of James 
Ashworth, who was the last witness 
examined. The verdict is as follows: 

“We, the jurors in this case find 
that thirty men come to their death 
by carbon monoxide — poison, and 
that one man came to his death by 
carbon monoxide poison and a frac- 
tured skull; the carbon monoxide 
being generated by percussion 
caused by a rock slide, which oe- 
curred above 76 and 78 chutes. The

HUDSON’S BAY TO THE PACIFIC 


Application Will be Made at Present 
Session For Line Through 
The North 


Ottawa.—Application will be made 
to parliament this year for the in- 
corporation of the Hudson’s Bay, 
Peace River and Pacific Railway Co., | 
which proposes to build from Port 
Nelson to Fort Churchill, then west- 
erly to Fort Vermillion on to Peace 
River, then south-westerly to Fort St.

PRISONERS IN UNLOCKED CELLS 


New System Will be Tried at The 
Central Prison, 
Guelph 

Toronto.—Separate rooms with un-} 
locked doors for well-behaved prison-| 
ers is the innovation which will be 
made at the Ontario government’s 
new Central prison farm at Guelph. 
Fifteen per cent. of the accommoda- 
tion will be in cells for refractory or| 
untrustworthy prisoners. Sixty-five | 
per cent, will be in dormitories each 
containing 14 beds with unguarded 
doors and windows, The remaining 
20 per cent. of the accommodation | 
will consist of small, neat roms, with 
pictures and reading matter, which 
will be allotted to the best prisoners. 
This will be the first time such a sys- 
tem has been tried in any prison, 


Discoveries in Wireless Field 

Paris.—Prof, Cerebotani, the Ital- 
ian inventor, gave a private exhibi- 
tion of astonishing wireless discover- 
ies before members of the ministries 
of war, posts, telegraphs and a num- 
ber of scientists including M. Eiffel, 
constructor of the  LHiffel tower. 
Among the apparatus employed was a 
pocket wireless machine, a wireless 
telegraph printer, by means of which 
messages were sent readily written 
on a type-writer, wireless teleauto-| 
graph, which enables persons to sign! 
their signatures as far as wireless | 
waves reach, 

The pocket apparatus is little larger 
than a pair of field glasses, operated | 
by attaching the antennae to a post 
or tree the height of 50 feet, which 
enables communication to be made!

Captain R. LE. Peary, the Arctic ex- 
plorer, angwered a cross fire of ques-

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON IV.—FIRST QUARTER, 


FOR JAN. 22, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xvi, 16-33. 
Memory Verses,  25-30—Golden 
Text, Prov. xiv, 34—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. . 


Today we are introduced to two of 
the worst kings in all the history of 
the ten tribes, Omri and Ahab. Of the 
former it is written that he wrought 
evil in the eyes of the Lord and did 
worse than all that were before him, 
and of the latter it is written that he 
did evil in the sight of the Lord above 
all that were before him and did more 
to provoke the Lord God of Israel to 
anger than all the kings of Israel that 
were before him (verses 25, 30, 33). 
What a record of increasing iniquity 
and how great the long suffering of 
Jehovah that could bear with it! But 
we must consider that ever since the 
serpent tempted Eve, and how much 
onger we do not know, God has pa- 
tiently borne with the devil and will 
continue to bear with -him till the 
time of Rev. xx, 1-3. While there is no 
hope for that great adversary revealed 
in Scripture, as to men it is written 
that the Lord is long suffering toward 
us, not willing that any should per- 
ish, but that all should, come to re- 
pentance (II. Pet. iii, 9). 

The greatest sinner may be saved if 
he will only turn from his sin to God, 
but for all who will not turn there is 
naught but the flaming fire and venge- 
ance of II. Thess. i, 8, 9, the lake 
which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone of Rev. xxi, 8 If any will not 
receive the truth God will let them 
believe a lie, and for all who will not 
bow to the word of God there ip no 
morning for them (II Thess. ii, 11, 12; 
Isa. vili, 20, margin and R.V.). In 
all the history of the ten tribes there 
was not one ruler who feared the 
Lord, but all walked in the way of 
Jeroboam, the son of Nabat, who 
made Israel to sin (verses 26, 31). 

During the forty-one years of the 
reign of Asa over Judah, who was on 
the whole a good king and most of the 
time did right in the sight of the 
Lord, six of the kings of the ten tribes 
either reigned or began to reign, and 
each one is mentioned by name in 
connection with the year of Asa‘s 
reign when he began to reign (xv, 25, 
28, 33; xvi, 8, 10, 15, 23, 29). No less 
than eight times do we find Asa men- 
tioned in connection with the names 
of these kings, and it is to me sugges- 
tive of the wheat and tares of one of 
our Lord’s parables, concerning which 
He said, ‘‘Let both grow together till 
the harvest.”” In this case it was not 
difficult to da the righteous 
from the wicked, but often we cannot 
tell here, wheat and tares in some 
stages of growth look so much alike. 

The wicked prosper, are not in trou. 
ble like other men, they are proud 
and lofty and very often die peace- 
fully (Ps. Ixxiii, 2-12), and Asaph is 
not the only one perplexed thereby. 
The righteous and the wicked die, 
and often their bodies lie side by 
side in the cemetery, and where is the 
difference? The upright shall have 
dominion over them in the morning 
of the first resurrection, when only the 
bodies of the righteous shall rise from 
the dead (Ps. xlix, 14). When we re- 
turn with Christ then shall we more 


fully discern between the righteous 


and the wicked, between him that 
serveth God and him that serveth 
Him not (Mal. iii, 18). 

Rulers like Omri. and Ahab_ will 
flourish greatly at the end of this age 
under the patronage of the antichrist 
and his companion the false prophet 
who will not hesitate to blaspheme 
God and His name and make war 
with the Lamb and His people, but 


they shall be suddenly overthrown 
(Rev. xiii; xvii, 14; xix, 19, 20). 
Then shal] be fully fulfilled that 


which had a fulfillment when Christ 
was here in humiliation: “Why do the 
nations rage and the people imagine 
a vain thing? The kings of the earth 
set themselves,” and the rulers take 
counsel together against the Lord and 
against His anointed.” 

The Lord shall have them in deris- 
ion, speak unto them in His wrath, 
and his king in Zion shall break 
them with a rod of iron and dash 
them in pieces like a potter's vessel 
(Ps, ii). “The lofty looks of man 
shall be humbled, and the haughti- 
ness of men shall be bowed down; and 
the Lord alone shall be exalted in 
that day.” “For the Lord of hosts 
hath purposed it, to stain the pride 
of all glory and to bring into con- 
tempt all the honorable of the earth” 
(Isa, ii, 11, 17; xxiii, 9). This woman 
Jezabel, whom Ahab married and of 
whose desperate wickedness wicked- 
ness we shall hear more in future les- 
sons, reminds us of another Jezabel of 
Rev. ii, 20-23, same of whose relatives 
are working great mischief and lead- 
ing many astray in our own day. This 
form of iniquity will be consummated 
in the woman of Rev. xvii, Babylon 
the great, and great will be her over- 
throw both as a system and a city. 

As truly as the ten tribes were car- 
ried away into captivity because of 
their sin after God had ‘borne long 
with them so surely will God punish 
the world for their evil and the 
wicked for their iniaully in the day 
of His fierce anger (Isa. xiii, 9-13), A 
strong word of warning for every in- 
dividual sinner is found in Prov. 
xxix. 1, “He that, being often re- 
proved, hardeneth his neck shall sud- 
denly be destroyed, and that without 
remedy.”

Leeds Pottery.

A TURBULENT VOLCANO. 


| The Boiling Hot Pools of Taal, In the 


Philipp'nes. 

The central or main crater of Taal is 
nearly round, Its diameter on an alr line 
north and south is 6,233 feet and the 
east-west diameter 7,546 feet. The 
edge of this crater is somewhat Irreg- 
ular, but is nowhere broken through, 
its highest point standing at only 1,050 
feet above sea level and its lowest at 
426 feet. 

Within the rim are two hot pools, 
known respectively as the yellow and 
the green lake, and a little active cone 
above fifty feet In height from whicb 
escape steam and sulphurous gas in 
varying quantities. 

In the smaller lake every few min- 


| utes the water in the center is blown 


up like an immense bubble, which, ris- 
ing above the surface, finally bursts, re 
vealing a black orifice and causing the 
boiling and very turbulent water to as- 
sume all imaginable colors, The aque 
ous vapor escaping js sufficient to form 
a broad, smokelike column which fs 
visible especially during the night and 
in the early morning. 

At some distance and before reach: 
ing the edge of the crater, where a 
view of the bottom can be obtained, 
the rumbling sound produced by the 


escaping vapor, under the Jafluence of | 


the mysterious subterranean forces, 
can be heard like that of an immense 
boiling kettle, 

The greatest eruption of Taal took 
place in 1754. The eruption began on 
May 13 and did not end till Dec. 1. 
During this dreadful time the intensity 
and aspect of the eruption were con: 
tinually. changing, and the four princl- 
pal towns of the laguna of Bombon dis- 
appeared—viz, Sala, Lipa, Tanauan 
and Taal, with the numerous villages 
around them.—Manila Times,

Mary's river, both of which flow 
through the district of which the 
present town of Lethbridge is the 
centre. On the night of October 
25th. the Crees, who had crept un- 
observed up the Little Bow River, 
twenty--five miles away now 
advanced against their un- 
suspecting foes In their stealthy 
march they came upon and captured 
a brother 6f Red Crow, chief of the 
Bloods, with several squaws, and 
they slew them all, The cries of 
the wretched captives, as they were 
heing butchered, reached the Black- 
foot camp and snatching up their 
weapons the braves rushed out into 
the bright moonlight to 
themselves, at the game time de- 
spatching horsemen to call to their 
aid the South Peigans, 
The Blackfeet held the enemy in 
check throughout the night, and the 
battle did not begin until morning.

Before the first streaks of dawn had 
broken the South Peigans had resch- 
ed the scene of contlict, and were 
using their weapons of precision 
with deadly effect upon the muder- 
ous Crees, ‘The contlict was now 
general and over the ideal battle- 
ground of the rolling prairie the 
swarms of Indian horsemen scurried 
hither and thither with the interpi- 
dity and skill of their race. Slowly 
retreating towards the present site 
of Lethbridge, the attacking force, 
foiled in their attempt to carry by 
storm the camp of their stricken 
enemies, took up a defensive posi- 
tion in a large coulee running up 
from the river and out on to the 
praire, while the South Peigans 
wormed themselves into a smaller 
coulee lying to the south, in whieh 
they were shortly joined by their al- 
lies the Bloods and the Blacksvet, 
who had fsiled to hold a position 
nearer to-tl eir foes.

wild cattle having their habitat in the 
vicinity of Masset, in the Queen Char- 


* lotte Islands and which latterly have 


not only wrought much damage to th 
property of isolated settlers, invading 
and destroying their young orchards, 
robbing their vegetable gardens, 
breaking down their fehoes, etc., but 
nave viciously attacked both men 
and women at sight. They are, in- 
deed, declared to be more dangerou- 
than any other wild animals of British 
Columbia, with the sole exception per 
haps of the grizzly or silver tip, and 
nrore certain to charge on sight than 
even these monarchs of the western 
American hills and forests. 

Should the settlers be successful in 
their appeal for Government aid to 
ward securing the extermination of 
the wild cattle bands of the Masset 
district, it will not be the first time 
that the Parliament of British Colum- 
bia has subsidized the slaughter of 
animals classed domestic, but which 
have reverted to savagery. For years 
the pioneer settlers, of Lillooet, Koo- 
tenay and portions of the Okanagan 
suffered from the incursions and de- 
predations of wild horses, the hunt- 
ing of which offered most exciting 
sport.

Great Law Libraries. 

According to stutistics of public, so- 
clety and schoul! libraries having 5,000 
volumes and over in 1908, there are 109 
law libraries and fifty-four state Ilbra- 
ries in the United States. 'The latter 
contain many Iawbooks,' but the num- 
ber has not been ascertained, 

The 109 law libraries contained in 
1908 a total of 1,975,014 bound volumes 
and 62,125 pamphlets, Of these Ibra- 
ries twenty-eight had over 25,000 vol- 
umes and five more than 50,000 vol- 
umes. 

The largest law libraries in the United 
States are, according to published re- 
ports, Harvard, with 102,826 volumes; 
New York state law library, 83,554 
volumes; Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York, 75,722 volumes; New 
York Law Institute, 67,398 volumes, 
and Law Asssociution of Philadelphia,

During the last year 2» scientist at- 
tached to one of the bureaus at Wash- 
ington has been engaged In measuring 
the height of clouds by photography. 
Simultaneous pictures of a cloud are 
made by two cameras placed 600 feet 
apart and connected by telegraph wires. 
From the amount of displacement of 
the cloud caused by viewlng it alter- 
nately from cach end of the 600 foot 
base line its height can be calculated. 
Some of the “mackerel sky" clouds 
photographed were seven and a quar- 
ter iniles high. ‘The loftiest clouds 
whose elevation was thus measured be- 
longed to the type known as cirrus or 
“curl cloud,” the height of which was 
a little more than seventeen miles.— 
London Globe,

THE REMITTANCE MAN 


HE 18 SUBJECT 1OR A RECENT 
LECTURE TO ENGLISHMEN. 


tn an Article In The London Graphic 
a Writer Saya That the Despised 
Wastrel Have Often Made Good, 
But the Practice of Sending Use- 
less Lads to Canada Is a Shabby 
Trick for Britons to Play. 


Few names carry with them more 
reproach than this in the ears of the 


-strenuous residents of our oversea 


states, says 8. G. Pardoe in The 
London Graphic. ‘Who is so-and- 
s0?"'--the question may be asked in 
the most diverse circumstances. The 
answer, “Oh! he’s only a remittance 
man," instantly conjures up a com- 
plete mental picture that would hor 
rify the subject could he but see it. 
For by the name—at any rate, in 
Canada—is understood someone who 
prefers to rely upon more or less re- 
gular doles of money from his con- 
nections, rather than to live by the 
results of his own efforts. It is this 
attitude and its usual results that 
cause the contemptuous regard which 
no one who has had much experience 
of the “remittance man” can feel to 
be other than fully justified. 

Mr. Pardoe goes on as follows to 
discuss what he calls ‘a minor prob 
lem of Empire’: 

It is not the fact that a man re-

ern Canada—from Winnipeg to Van. 
couver Island—gives plenty of op- 
portunity of appraising the truth of 


| this statement. There one might find 


—probably may still find-—numbers 
of “remittance men,” young, middle 
aged, and old, English and European, 
even Canadian. The typical ‘remit. 
tance man” might be described as n 
young old-country man who, having 
no decided ambition, has been sent 
by his friends to the new country, 
either in the hope that the change of 
conditions may stimulate his ambi 


tion, or, if that hope is foredoomed, | 
| that he may live his slack life where 


it will not discredit his family. It is 
most unfortunate that in Western 
Canada so many subjects of the 
former worthy experiment should be 
discredited nt their start by a name 
earned by the examples of the latter 
most unworthy expedient. For, az 
has already been observed, specimens 
of the latter class are continually in 
evidenco, They may be seen at all 
stages of their useless careers, drink 
ing at the bars of little Western 
hotels in the first flush of their per- 
iodic wealth, or painfully workiny 
for bare board and lodging till the 
next dole comes along, loafing, barel 


| tolerated, around the clubs in town, 


or idling the months away in the 
country till there is a fresh purseful 
to dissipate. They are of all sorts and 
of 4ll characters, from the mferely idl» 
and weak to the actively vicious. All 
are easy prey for those who want 
merely their money, and — however 
little they may realize it—they are 
general butts for the community at 
large, 

This is but a dismal picture of 
wasted time, but it is a true one. If 
the boy or man is a “remittance man" 
at heart he had fa: better be kept at 
home, where the amenities of civilizn 
tion exert a firmer check on his idle 
propensities, than be shipped 04 to 
where there is less restraint. In th 
latter case there is no salvation for 
him. unless. while he is still youn 
and can summon some energy, his 
people cut off his supplies and he is 
lorced of necessity to work and earn 
But while this is a true picture, it is 
only so of a small proportion of those 
who are for some part of their career 
in receipt of remittances. The “re- 
mittance”’ idea is good, and in many 
application is fruitful of 
the very best results. Nothing could 
be more cruel than unnecessarily to 
pitch forth the ordinary youngster. 
possibly straight from school, into the 
midst of—to him—entirely strange 
conditions, without supplies to enable 
him to profit from soriety, or to take 
advantage of opportunities that will 
come when he haa gained the neces- 
sary experience, or “horse-sence,” to 
see and to grasp them. 

Supplied with money a boy may, 
and very likely does, throw care to 
the winds—in fact,” make un utter 
fool of himself for some titae or on 
some occasions; fut the vast major. 
ity of such youngsters, either by pure 
luck or simply because it is in them. 
presently strike something that 
wukens their latent ambition and 
leads them to find in their hitherto 
wasted remittances the nucleus of 
capital to establish prosperous busi- 
nesses. If instances are wanted take 
these—all of them at one period typi- 
cal young irresponsible remittance 
men, and all of them well known to 
the writer. One young spendthrift 
landed in a Western townlet, and 
was for some time the boon com 
panion of all chance acquaintances 
t is an open question whether his 
people would have been the more 
shocked at his lavish consumption, 
and provision, of liquids when he had 
money, or at the sight of him, in 
what had been his best clothes, 
washing out the milk-cans at the 
local creamery when his supplies 
were gone, That was in the early 
‘nineties. He is now a prosperous 
business man in one of the cities of 
The capital for his first 
ventures was supplied by hoarded re. 
mittunces, Another prodigal—in a 
time of poverty—engaged himself as a 
laborer on a survey party. His wages 
plus remittances were used to help 
nim pass his C.E. examinations, Since 
then his investments of his earnings 
from his own surveying contracts 
have made for the erstwhile roysterer

It ia surely ha i la to multiply 
such instances. Any observer who 
has lived a considerable time in the 
West can point to numerous cases 
within his own experience. Scores 
of Canadian business men once found 
in their remittances from home the 
means of clearing off periodically 
the arrears of necessary living and 
clothing expenses that their: salaries 
as junior clerks could, by no stretch. 
ing, have covered unaided. All these 
are, or were once, just as ey “Te. 
mittance men” as the drones who are 
the cause of the addition of the name 
to the Western vocabulary, though 
they would as certainly join in the 
general contempt which the title in- 
spires. The fact is that the “remit- 
tance” is just another talent which 
may be either neglected or worse, or 
may, by cultivation, fertilize enor- 
mously the other powers of the re- 
cipient. ‘ 

It is a foolish action, a gross in- 
instice to Canada. justly resented by 
Canadians, for English families to 
send their wastrels to the new coun- 
try, supplied with just sufficient 
wharewitial to be worse than useless. 
More, it is a vast disservice to the 
Empire to send abroad such object- 
lessons to bring contempt upon their 
country, for one such example causes 
more comment than many quiet 
workers. But, on the other hand, too 
much British capital goes to finance 
Cgnada unaccompanied Pf British 
heads and hands, and it is no bad 
plan to sustain the younger repre- 
sentatives of the Old Country through 
the probable rebuffs which might 
otherwise cripple their energy * and 
initiative in their early lives in their 
new home.

CANADA AND TRUSTS. 


New Anti-Trust Law of Dominion May 
Solve the Problem. 


Canada has a new anti-trust Jaw 
that makes the utmost penalties of 
our Sherman act look like an engross- 
ed endorsement for superior moral 
character. As an object lesson to us 
the Canadian Government is starting 
to fight against the Unitéd Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co., which our Congress, 
State Legislatures and Department of 
Justice have repeatedly given up as 
one impregnable combination. 

Under this new Canadian law siz 
citizens may go to any court ani 
charge that any trust is oppressing or 
overcharging the customer. If they 
make a reasonable showing the court 
orders the Department of Labor to in- 
vestigate. The complainants name 
one, the trust a second and the Gov- 
ernment the third member of a com- 
mission to do the investigating. The 
commission may call for persons and 
pa rs, administer oaths and lock up 
‘olk who don’t obey or who perjure 
themselves. If it finds the trust un- 
lawfully enhancing prices, it can sus- 
pend any tariff duties which protect 
the trust’s products, Think what that 
would do to our sugar trust, steel 
trust, lumber trust, rubber trust and 
all the rest of them. 

This commission, if it finds that a 
bad trust is the owner of patent rights 
which enable it to increase prices and 

romote inonopoly, may issue a swee 
ng order suspending or abrogating all 
these rights. That is the provision 
under which it is expected to bring 
the shoe machinery trust to time. 
The shoe machinery trust, as you will 
remember, hus come nearer than any 
other combination ever formed to 
maintaining a world-wide monopoly, 


| and it has done this through a won- 


derful system of buying up patents 
and suppressing invention. 

The Minister of Labor for the Dom. 
‘nion is now proceeding vigorously 
ugainst the shoe machinery trust un- 
der this remarkable law. He expects 
to drive the trust out of Canada and 
to bring competition in. If he suc- 
ceeds he will give our American trust 
busters a valuable lesson.—Hamp- 
ton’s Magazine. 

Not at All a New Idea. 

Any sensational achievement, any 
notable event, any unusual, adventure 
always sets people asking: ‘‘Was such 
a thing ever done before?” or “How 
did the idea of doing such a thing 
originate?” 

For example, now that Ontario is 
to be lighted by a public-owned plant 
operated by Niagara power, people are 
asking when und how the plan for 
harnessing the Falls was first con- 
sidered. 

Niagara power has driven machinery 
in various cities only a few yeura. 
But the possibility of utilizing this 
migautic source of energy were dis- 
cussed by practical engineers at least 
thirty years ago. In 1884, Dr. Sie 
mens, in an address at Glasgow, said: 
“When, a little more than a twelve- 
month ago I visited the great Falls 
of Niagara, 1 was particularly etruck 
with the extraordinary amount ot 
force which is lost, so lar as the use- 
ful purposes of man are concerned.” 
He estimated that 16,800,000 horse 
power wus going to waste there, and 
added: ‘‘In order to reproduce the 
power of 16,800,000 horses, or, in other 
words, to pump back the water from 
below the fall, it would require an an- 
nual expenditure of not less than 
266,000,000 tons of coal, calculated at 
un average consumption of four 

unds of coal per horse power per 
hour, which amount is equivalent to 
the total coal consumption of the 
world.” Dr. Siemens further said: 
“In stating these facts in my in- 
augural address On assuming the presie 
dency of the Iron and Steel Institute, 
I ventured .to express the opinion 
that, in order to utilize natural forces 
of this description at distant towns 
and centres of industry, the electric 
conductor might be resorted to.

BRAINIEST NOVA SCOTIANS. 


Attorney-General of His Province Now 
Mr. MacLean Gives Promise of Go- 
jing Much Further In the Public 
Life of His Province and of the 
Dominion—He Sat Formerly In the 
Federal House for Lunenburg. 


Hon. A. K. MacLean, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Nova Scotia, was the leading 
spokesman of the Maritime Provinces 
in the delegation at Ottawa re 
cently in connection with the read- 
justment of the representation of the 
different provinces in the House of 
Commons, which will have to take 

lace after the next census if the 

ritish North America act is not 
changed. Owing to the opposition 
from the Quebec delegates no agree- 
ment was reached and the meeting 
was postponed until a later date, when 
it is to be hoped some satisfactory 
solution of the difficulty will be reach- 
ed, so that an interprovincial agita- 
tion may be avoided. The Attorney- 
General of Nova Scotia ably present- 
ed the arguments in favor of the Mari- 
time Provinces and his views made a 
very favorable impression on all the 
delegates, it is said, except those from 
Quebec. 

Hon. Mr. MacLean is one of the 
most brilliant young public men in 
Canada and for some time has been 
acting Premier of Nova Scotia. It is

rumored that he will be made Premier 
in the near future, as Hon. Mr. Mur- 
ray, leader of the Government, who 
met with an accident some time ago 
and had to have his leg amputated, 
will, it is claiméd, retire from actiye 
politics and be raised to the Senate to 
fill the vacancy caused by the agpoint- 
ment of Senator McGregor to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governorship of Nova Scotia. 
Mr. MacLean was formerly member 
for Lunenburg, N.8., in the House of 
Commons at Ottawa, and while in 
the latter body established a reputa- 
tion as a fair and honorable Parlia- 
menturian of exceptional ability. 
While in the popular chamber he was 
one of the brainy young Liberals that 
was nearly always in the fighting 
line and he did yeoman service for 
his party. When the Government had 
a knotty task in defending the North 
Atlantic Trading Co, transactions in 
respect to immigration, Mr. MacLean 
was one of the stalwarts who threw 
himself into the breach, and his fighit- 
ing speech was a splendid specimen 
of defensive political tactics that high- 
ly pleased seasoned Parliamentarians. 

this bright young man from the 
Maritime Provinces was born at Up- 
per North Sydney, Cape Breton, June 
18, 1865. He was educated at Dal- 
housie University, Halifax, and sub- 
sequently studied law. He was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the House 
of Commons in 1900, but was elected 
to the Nova Scotia Legislature in 1901. 
He subsequently resigned to run for 
the House of Commons in the general 
election of 1904 and was elected for 
Lunenburg. He was re-elected in 1903 
and resigned in 1909 on being appoint- 
ed Attorney-General of Nova Scotia. 


-He is a most aggressive Liberal fight- 


er, being a good mate for the indomit- 
able E. M. MacDonald, of whom he 
is a close personal friend. On the 
death of Hon. Mr. Pipes he was se- 
lected for his present position and he 
is generally recogni as the coming 
man from the Maritime Provinces as 
he will no doubt succeed Premier Mur- 
ray at an early date and become the 
recognized leader of the Liberal hosts 
down by the sea. 


Raising Cocoa Beans. 


The cultivation of cocoa is at pres- 
ent an inviting agricultural pursuit 
in Trinidad. The cocoa tree cannot 
withstand strong sunshine, and the 
yeuas plants have to be shaded by 
anana or plantain trees, and later, 
when they attain their growth, by 
tall trees known as “immortels” or 
the ‘mother of the cocoa.” These 
make a kind of canopy over the en- 
tire plantation. The fruit of the co- 
coa tree is a pod resembling a cucum- 
ber, and growing on the trunk or 
large branches, where it looks as 
though it were artificially attached. 
The seeds are like large, thick lima 
beans embedded in pulp. These form 
the cocoa beans of commerce. The 
processes of curing and drying require 
much attention. 


Relics of a Naval Engagement. 

In relation to the visit of the Am- 
erican squadron, it is of interest to 
note that a mill at Wickham, Hamp- 
shire, is partly built of the timbers of 
the American frigate ‘‘Chesapeake,” 
which on the Ist of June, 1813, struck 
her flag, after a brief but fierce en- 
gagement, to the British man-o’-war 
“Shannon,” in the last fight between 
the two races. Pullets fired during 
the action have from time to time
